LOS  ANGELES  PLANT  TURNS 
OUT  CO.\IPLETE  QUILT  IN 
SEVEN  MINUTES.— Featured  at 
the  quarterly  open  house  and 
tour  of  Welfare  Centre  in  Los 
Angeles  is  the  newest  addition  to 
the  programme  of  the  Deseret 
Industries,  the  quilting  project. 

On  display  in  operation  is  the 
large  new  quilting  machine 
capable  of  quilting  a  quilt  on 
both  sides  at  the  rate  of  one 
quilt  every  seven  minutes  and 
which  can  be  operated  by  a 
single  person. 

But  whereas  it  takes  only  one 
person  to  quilt  a  quilt,  it  takes 
many  hands  to  prepare  a  quilt 
and  get  it  ready  for  quilting. 
First  must  come  the  donation  of 
materials  from  members  of  the 
Church.  In  no  case,  stress 
officers  of  the  Industries,  are 
garments  which  are  suitable  for 
wearing  used  for  quilt  blocks. 
Only  the  clothing  which  cannot 
be  mended  or  repaired  is  used. 

JAPANESE  MISSION  HOLDS 
TEACHERS'     "WORK    SHOP."— 

A  group  of  teachers  representing 
districts  throughout  the  Japanese 
Mission  met  in  Tokyo  during  the 
first  three  weeks  in  March  to 
attend  a  teachers'  "work  shop" 
under  the  direction  of  Elder 
Oscar  K.  Hulet,  Summit.  Utah, 
and  Elder  Yootaro  Yoshino. 
Takasaki,  Japan. 

Improved  teaching  methods 
was  the  theme  of  the  workshop, 
and  in  addition  to  discussing 
ways  of  solving  individual  pro- 
blems that  beset  teachers,  the 
programme  featured  classes  in 
theory,  methods,  and  teaching 
fundamentals, 

Practical  experience  in  devel- 
oping and  making  sensory  aids  to 
give  life  to  teaching  ,along  with 
definite  instruction  as  to  ways 
and  means  of  developing  atti- 
tudes and  interest  in  religious  in- 
struction gave  depth  and  vitality 
to  the  training  course. 

The  object  of  the  workshop 
was  to  develop  a  group  of  trained 
teachers  who  will  be  able  to  re- 
turn to  their  own  disti'icts  and 
assist  their  fellow  teachers  in 
employing  new  and  progressive 
methods  in  presenting  the 
Gospel. 

Teachers  came  from  such 
widely  separated  parts  of  Japan 
at  Otaru.  on  the  Island  of  Hok- 


kaido approximately  600  miles 
north  of  Tokyo  (nearer  to  Russia 
than  to  Tokyo,  and  Hiroshima, 
approximately  500  miles  south  of 
Tokyo ) . 

Among  the  special  programmes 
provided  for  the  course  was  a 
discussion  with  Dr.  B.  Hollings- 
head,  a  member  of  the  Church 
who  has  been  working  with  the 
Japanese  Ministry  of  Education 
for  the  past  five  and  a  half 
years  helping  the  Japanese  sec- 
ondary schools  and  teachers  to 
understand  and  utilize  the  best 
methods  of  modern  education. 
Dr.  Hollingshead  was  formerly 
an  instructor  at  Brigham  Young 
University  and  has  fulfilled  a 
mission  in  the  HawaiLm  Islands. 

In  another  special  programme, 
the  evils  of  tobacco  were  drama- 
tically demonstrated  bv  distilling 
nicotine  and  tars  from  cigarettes 
through  an  apparatus  built  to 
represent  the  body  of  a  smoker. 

CHORAL  GROUP  AIDS 
ELDERS      IN      D  E  N  M  A  R  K.— 

Approximately  6,000  persons  in 
Denmark  have  heard  the  Mor- 
mon missionaries  present  "Songs 
of  the  West."  This  musical  pro- 
gramme aimed  to  create  good 
will  has  made  many  new  con- 
tracts for  the  Church  in  the 
Danish  Mission. 

It  has  long  been  the  practice 
in  the  Danish  Mission  to  spread 
the  Gospel  through  song,  by  the 
use  of  branch  choruses.  These 
choruses,  composed  of  Danish 
members,  their  friends  and  the 
missionaries.  have  presented 
many  public  concerts  to  stimu- 
late the  interests  of  the  public 
in  the  Church.  These  choruses 
have  been  successful  and  are 
well  known  in  the  cities  where 
they  have  been  organized. 

This  year  something  "new"  has 
been  tried  in  the  mission.  A 
travelling  missionary-choir  has 
been  organized  to  visit  all 
branches  in  the  mission  and  pre- 
sent concerts. 

Success  of  the  concerts  was 
much  greater  than  expected. 
Barriers  were  broken  down  and 
the  Gospel  was  preached  by  both 
word  and  song.  Police  officials 
and  city  authorities  were  very 
co-operative  and  helpful  in  mak- 
ing the  concerts  a  success.

In  Romans  5:  3-5  Paul 
gives  this  reason  for  glorying  in  tribula- 
tions: "We  glory  in  tribulations  also:  know- 
ing that  tribulation  worketh  patience;  and 
patience,  experience;  and  experience,  hope: 
and   hope   maketh   not   ashamed;   because 
the  love  of  God  is    shed    abroad    in    our 
hearts  by  the  Holy  Ghost  which  is  given 
unto  us."    It  is  evident  in  biblical  scripture 
that    the    saints    of    former    days    were 
severely  tried.     The  writings  of  Paul  can 
well  show   the   trials   and   tribulations   to 
which   the  saints  of  those  days  were   ex- 
posed.    He  says  in  2  Timothy  3:  12,  "Yea. 
and  all  that  will  live  godly  in  Christ  Jesus 
shall     suffer     persecution."       Today     the 
Latter-day  Saints  have  trials  and  tribula- 
tions to  overcome.

Conscious  ? 


JT  is  a  well  known  fact  the  world  over  that  the  Latter- 
Day  Saints  are  a  record  keeping  people.  Several  places 
in  the  Doctrine  and  Covenants  mention  is  made  of  the 
importance  of  keeping  Church  Records  and  Church  His- 
tory. If  we  are  to  do  the  job  that  the  Lord  has  given  us 
in  a  manner  that  will  be  pleasing  to  Him  it  is  going  to 
require  the  co-operation  of  all  the  members  of  the  Church. 

Data  concerning  ordinance  work  performed  in  the 
Church  is  easy  to  obtain  and  the  necessary  system  has 
been  established  to  insure  that  this  becomes  part  of  the 
history  that  is  continually  being  compiled.  Each  person 
has  a  permanent  record  card  where  this  information  is 
entered.  Information  that  has  an  effect  on  the  records  and 
history  often  time  is  overlooked  and  never  recorded.  It 
is  the  duty  of  every  member  of  the  Church  to  see  that  the 
officers  of  their  branch  are  informed  of  marriages,  divorces, 
births,  deaths,  and  all  changes  of  address.  Those  members 
that  do  not  live  within  an  organized  branch  should  inform 
the  Mission  Office  by  letter  just  as  soon  as  possible  after  the 
event  takes  place. 

All  letters  should  be  addressed  to  the  Mission  President 
with  a  notation  in  the  corner  of  the  envelope,  "Attention 
Mission  Recorder." 

Every  person  should  make  sure  that  this  record  is 
complete  and  up  to  date  and  then  do  ever^lhing  in  his 
power  to  keep  it  that  way.

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Good  Habits  For  Good  Health

The  only  way  to  correct  eating  and 
health  habits,  says  one  writer  on  the  sub- 
ject, "is  to  put  aside  our  easygoing  indiffer- 
ence, which  is  as  much  a  prominent  trait 
as  being  in  a  hurry."*  We  are  all  creatures 
of  habit:  in  fact,  we  are  said  to  be  the  sum 
total  of  our  habits,  and  if  we  don't  get  up 
some  spunk  to  form  sound,  wholesome 
habits,  then  we  shall  be  the  product  of  "our 
easy  going  indifference."  It  takes  fore- 
thought and  firm  resolution  to  establish 
health  habits  in  today's  busy  world,  but. 
says  this  same  writer.  "One  of  the  best 
things  about  a  'good'  habit  is  that  the 
longer  you  have  cultivated  it,  the  easier  it 
is  to  keep."* 

1.  Do  not  eat  a  heavy  meal  when 
physically  tired  or  nervously  or  emotion- 
ally upset.  Acute  indigestion  results  from 
disregard  of  this  precaution.  When  very 
tired  and  hungry,  take  some  fluid  nourish- 
ment, usually  best  hot,  and  then  rest. 

2.  Do  not  overeat— stop  before  the 
stomach  is  full. 

3.  Eat  regular  meals.  Avoid  heavy  meals 
late  at  night  as  they  interfere  seriously 
with  sleep.  If  hungry  at  bedtime,  take 
some  warm  milk  or  fresh  fruit. 

4.  Eat  slowly,  chew  foods  thoroughly. 
Take  most  liquids  between  meals,  as  large 
amounts  of  liquid  at  mealtime  tend  to  en- 
courage faster  eating  and  less  mastication. 
This  results  in  nervous  tension. 

5.  Get  enough  sleep  at  night.  Disease 
germs  find  a  happy  home  in  a  body  too 
tired  to  fight  them. 

6.  Be  the  master  of  negative  emotions: 
Anger,  fear,  and  hate  sap  the  vitality  and 
lead  to  nervous  fatigue.  The  high-strung, 
nervously  constituted  person  should  find 
relief  from  mental  strain  and  worry  in  out- 
door activity  of  non-competitive  and  not 
too  strenuous  nature,  in  order  to  prevent 
further  strain.  Not  for  him  are  murder 
thrillers,  crowded  beaches,  and  motor- 
thronged  highways. 

7.  Take  time  for  some  physical  exercise 
each  day,  out-of-doors  if  possible.  Un- 
doubtedly people  digest  food  better  if  they 
are  well  supplied  with  oxygen.     A  little 


exercise  before   breakfast   is  an  excellent 
thing. 

8.  Watch  your  posture.  One  who  habit- 
ually slumps  not  only  robs  the  lungs  of 
much-needed  oxygen  to  feed  the  blood- 
stream, but  also  crowds  the  abdominal 
organs  down  on  top  of  each  other  so  that 
their  activity  is  cramped,  and  circulation  is 
poor.  Stand  erect  with  the  weight  over 
the  hip  joints  and  ankles.  Pull  the  abdo- 
men in  and  up.  and  let  the  shoulders  relax. 
When  walking,  swing  the  legs  from  the 
hips,  toes  pointed  straight  ahead;  keep  a 
firm  leash  on  your  abdomen  and  head,  and 
don't  let  them  rush  ahead  of  you. 

9.  Don't  drift  with  the  crowd  on  the 
candy  and  soda  pop  habits.  A  candy  bar 
may  be  quick  energy,  but  so  are  raisins — 
and  they  provide  iron  to  help  ward  off 
anaemia,  a  condition  of  continual  fatigue. 

10.  Keep  regular  bathing  and  elimina- 
tion habits.  Constipation,  the  bugaboo  of 
modern  living,  generally  results  from  too 
little  physical  activity  and  from  eating 
too  largely  on  highly  refined  food  from 
which  the  roughage  has  been  removed. 
Regular  exercise  and  use  of  whole  grain 
bread  and  cereals,  fresh  fruit,  and  vege- 
tables, some  raw  each  day.  are  necessary 
for  all.  Stewed  prunes  or  figs  are  often 
helpful.  These  foods  not  only  supply  bulk, 
but  also  increase  the  supply  of  B  vitamins 
which  are  so  necessary  in  maintaining  pro- 
per muscular  tone  of  the  intestinal  tract. 
B  vitamins  are  also  richly  supplied  in 
dried  brewer's  yeast  and  wheat  germ. 

Water  is  one  of  the  best  lubricants  for 
the  system.  The  greatest  laxative  effect  is 
obtained  from  drinking  two  glasses  (or 
more)  of  warm  or  cool  water  immediately 
on  rising  and  at  least  half  an  hour  before 
breakfast.  Acid  fruit  juice  with  water  is 
good  because  the  fruit  acid  stimulates 
peristalsis.  (To  protect  the  teeth  it  is  well 
to  rinse  the  mouth  thoroughly  after  drink- 
ing the  fruit  juice.) 

A  hypersensitive,  nervous  person  may 
suffer  from  another^type  of  constipation,  in 
which  too  great  muscular  activity  exces- 
sively contracts  the  colon.  This  person 
usually  must  use  smooth,  bland  foods,  but

should  make  every  effort  to  add  fiber  in 
soft  forms:  juice  and  pulp  of  milder  fruits 
(apples,  pears,  peaches,  prunes,  etc.)  and 
the  less  fibrous  vegetables  (young  beets, 
carrots,  cabbage,  potatoes,  etc.).  Whole 
grains  are  sometimes  tolerated  if  the  flour 
is  very  finely  ground  and  cereal  thoroughly 
cooked  and  strained. 

11.  Remember  that  the  alkaline  or  base- 
forming  foods  should  form  at  least  half  of 
the  diet,  probably  more  for  optimum  nutri- 


tion. They  are  fruits  (except  cranberries, 
plums,  prunes,  and  rhubarb),  vegetables, 
some  nuts  (pecans  and  almonds),  and 
milk.  Acid-forming  foods,  which  are  very 
necessary  but  which  should  not  dominate 
the  diet  are  eggs,  meat,  fish,  poultry,  bread 
(both  whole  grain  and  white),  cereals, 
pastries,  puddings,  etc.

I  might 
as  well  try  to  make  you  believe  that  I  can 
see  what's  for  sale  at  the  local  fruit  store, 
all  the  while  I'm  sitting  right  here  in  the 
room.'  I'm  the  kind  of  rnan  that  deals  in 
facts,  Mr.  Ego.  You  show  them  to  me  and 
then  I'll  believe  it." 

"I  didn't  have  much  to  say  to  Mr. 
Doubter  after  that.     What    he    had    said

really  stuck  in  my  mind  though.  I  couldn't 
really  deny  what  he  had  said  other  than  to 
say  that  it  takes  a  little  faith,  which  he 
couldn't  accept  of  course.  I've  since  come 
to  the  conclusion  that  he  represents  a  good 
part  of  the  human  race,  as  most  people  you 
talk  to  have  much  the  same  opinion.  Don't 
you  think  so?  I  thought  about  it  for 
several  days,  and  then  said  to  myself,  "Mr. 
Ego,  it's  time  you  did  something  about  it." 

"I  happen  to  be  pretty  well  known  at 
the  University,  and  I  finally  went  to  one  of 
the  professors  there.  I  said  to  him, 
"George,  what  do  you  think  we  can  do  to 
offer  proof  to  these  ever  sceptical  people 
about  the  reality  of  prayer,  visions,  etc. 
Surely  there's  some  contribution  we  can 
make,  because  there  must  be  a  logical  ex- 
planation of  these  things,  even  prayer." 

"By  the  way,  I'm  not  taking  up  too  much 
of  your  time  am  I?" 

"Well,  to  continue  we  then  set  to  work, 
George  and  I.  That's  why  I  haven't  been 
around  much  lately  .  .  .  been  spending 
most  of  my  time  on  these  experiments..  We 
finally  devised  a  small  sphere,  which  was 
just  large  enough  for  a  man  to  occupy 
comfortably.  We  decided  to  conduct  our 
first  tests  on  the  senses  of  the  body,  as 
that's  where  we  experience  these  remark- 
able occurrences." 

"First  Id  like  to  describe  this  sphere  to 
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you.  Our  object  was  to  duplicate  the 
human  senses  as  close  as  possible,  so  we 
installed  our  equipment  with  this  view  in 
mind.  For  ears,  we  installed  a  set  of  micro- 
phones on  the  outside  of  the  sphere,  one  on 
each  side.  We  then  put  a  set  of  loud 
speakers  on  the  inside  to  make  the  ears 
operative.  This  was  to  take  care  of  the 
sense  of  hearing." 

"Now  for  the  eyes  we  installed  a  set  of 
super  sensitive  lenses  for  the  subject  inside 
to  look  through.  This  took  care  of  the  sight 
of  our  mechanical  being.  For  the  taste  and 
smell  we  made  kind  of  a  grill  affair  that 
was  sound  and  light  proof,  and  only  ad- 
mitted properties  that  would  affect  taste 
and  smell.  Objects  to  be  felt  were  to  be 
pressed  against  the  side  of  the  sphere.  How 
does  that  sound  to  you?  Pretty  compli- 
cated isn't  it? 

"We  continued  with  our  interesting  ex- 
periment. We  then  selected  a  subject  to 
occupy  the  sphere  and  the  lot  fell  to  me.  I 
entered  the  sphere  by  a  little  door  that  we 
had  left  in  one  side.  I  was  a  little  cramped 
but  I  soon  got  used  to  the  idea.  I  found 
my  "senses"  worked  perfectly,  and  I  was 
able- to  get  complete  "feeling"  from  my  in- 
struments. Just  for  convenience  of  opera- 
tion we  later  installed  a  steering  gear  and 
gearshift  so  that  I  could  get  around.  We 
also  found  that  I  needed  a  microphone  to 


speak  through  so  that  I  could  record  my 
reactions  to  those  outside." 

"Our  first  experiments  centred  around 
the  eyes.  Of  course  I  could  easily  see 
objects  passed  in  front  of  my  lenses.  We 
did  find,  though,  that  all  of  the  light  rays 
subjected  to  the  lenses,  not  all  were  re- 
corded. Rays  such  as  x-rays,  gamma  rays, 
etc.,  were  not  visible.  This  suggested  a 
new  theory  in  our  probings.  For,  after  all, 
these  rays  are  of  just  as  real  a  substance 
as  those  that  were  visible  aren't  they?  Re- 
member how  Mr.  Doubter  said  that  if  God 
wasn't  made  up  exactly  the  same  as  he 
was,  then  he  couldn't  exist?  But  some  of 
these  rays  can't  be  seen  and  they  are  just 
as  real  as  those  that  can:  Don't  you  begin 
to  see  now  how  feasible  and  possible 
Brigham  Young's  statement  is,  that  the 
spirit  world  is  all  around  us  .  .  .  right  here 
on  the  earth.  Just  because  we  can't  see 
them  doesn't  mean  that  they  don't  exist. 
It's  just  because  they  are  of  too  fine  a  sub- 
stance. Makes  pretty  good  sense  doesn't 
it?" 

"Next  we  tested  the  ears.  In  these  ex- 
periments we  found  that  we  needed  addi- 
tional equipment  so  we  added  a  powerful 
radio  receiver.  We  found  that  much  the 
same  condition  existed  with  the  ears  as 
with  the  eyes,  in  that  not  all  sound  waves 
were  recorded." 

"My  radio  receiver  proved  interesting 
though.  We  found  that  I  could  tune  two 
stations.  One  with  the  call  letters  G-O-O-D. 
under  heavenly  management,  and  the 
other  E-V-I-L,  operated  by  Satan.  Of 
course  the  selection  of  stations  was  up  to 
me.  Funny  though.  E-"V-I-L  interfered  a 
lot  with  reception,  but  I  found  that  by 
careful  tuning  I  could  eliminate  the  inter- 
ferences. My  reception  was  also  improved 
by  eliminating  outside  interferences.  Just 
think  of  these  possibilities.  If  mere  man 
can  invent  a  radio  to  be  in  constant  com- 
munication, one  with  another,  God  would 
certainly  have  a  way  to  be  in  touch  with 
us.  We  also  considered  the  so-called  sixth 
sense  in  this  experiment.  For  after  all, 
our  scientific  instruments  are  but  inferior 
copies  of  the  human  sense.  Maybe  the 
body  is  equipped  with  a  receiver,  receiving 
heavenly  inspiration.  Look  at  it  this  way 
...  if  we  assume  that  a  signal  can  be  re- 
ceived in  this  manner,  why  can't  we 
assume  that  it  is  sent  in  the  same  manner. 
Maybe  there  is  a   link  between  this  and 
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eparhires  .  .  .  .

"Oh,  I'm  sorry. that  you  have  to  leave 
now.  I'm  certainly  anxious  to  meet  Mr.

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A  great  factor  in  Church  growth  is 
patience.  To  submit  wholly  to  the  will  of 
the  Lord  and  do  what  he  would  have  us 
do,  patience  must  be  exercised,  for  as  His 
followers  we  are  told  that  we  shall  have 
tribulation.  Patience  plays  a  great  part 
in  overcoming  tribulation  in  which  we  pro- 
gress. In  Revelations  14:12  we  read  very 
aptly  what  one  of  the  characteristics  of 
the  Restored  Church  will  be.  "Here  is  the 
patience  of  the  saints:  here  are  they  that 
keep  the  commandments  of  God,  and  the 
faith  of  Jesus."  Growing  in  the  gospel 
cannot  be  achieved  without  patience  in 
overcoming  tribulation.  Showing  patience 
toward  our  fellow  men  is  growth  of  a  kind. 
Shortness  of  temper,  so  often  condoned 
among  the  saints  as  a  mere  defect  of  dis- 
position has  no  justification  in  view  of  the 
laws  of  the  gospel.  How  often  we  hear  of 
someone  "losing  patience."  How  often  we 
"lose  patience"  ourselves  and  dismiss  our 
wrongdoing  with  a  verbal  shrug  of  the 
shoulder  when  in  fact  we  have  trespassed 
an  express  command.  "Be  patient  towards 
all  men."  (1  Thess.  5:  14).  Who  was  ever 
more  patient  than  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ 
and  who  ever  had  less  cause  to  be  patient 
than  He  did?  Patience  is  God-like.  We 
must  not  fail  to  cultivate  this  virtue  which 
God  so  highly  values. 

Contentment  is  important  both  to  our 
physical  and  spiritual  growth,  the  com- 
bination of  which  results  in  growth  in  the 
gospel  of  Jesus  Christ.  Godliness  with  con- 
tentment is  great  gain.  We  are  told  that 
we  should  not  live  in  careful  suspense.  If 
we  are  not  content  we  cannot  have  faith. 
With  an  unshakeable  faitlT  in  the  gospel 
who  can  be  anything  but  content? 

The  body  is,  to  an  extent,  influenced  by 
by  the  mind.  Cheerfulness,  like  content- 
ment, is  conducive  to  life  and  health;  care, 
anxiety  and  worry  tend  toward  disease. 
We  are  told  in  Proverbs  that  "a  merry 
heart  doeth  good  like  a  medicine:  but  a 
broken  spirit  drieth  the  bones."  This  does 
not  mean  that  we  must  lend  ourselves  to 
undue  or  untimely  levity,  but  there  is  no 
reason  why  we  should  not  conduct  our 
lives  in  a  pleasant  manner  and  cheerfully 
go  about  our  activities.  Courtesy  and 
charity  are  virtues  which  must  go  hand 
in  hand  with  contentment   and  cheerful- 


ness in  order  for  us  to  progress  along  these 
lines.  Genuine  Christian  courtesy  is  the 
outgrowth  of  love,  and  manifests  itself  in 
thoughtful  consideration  of  others.  We  are 
told  to  "love  as  brethren,  be  pitiful,  be 
courteous."  (1  Peter  3:  8). 

To  deal  briefly  with  a  subject  which  is 
often  stressed,  yet  cannot  be  too  often 
emphasized,  let  us  consider  purity.  Purity 
must  be  maintained.  The  fairest  linen 
must  constantly  be  washed.  Even  so,  sur- 
rounded by  impure  thoughts  and  deeds,  as 
we  are  in  the  world  today,  we  must  con- 
stantly strive  to  keep  our  minds  and 
bodies  clean  and  pure.  The  Holy  Ghost 
will  not  dwell  in  an  unclean  tabernacle 
and  how  are  we  to  progress  without  the 
guidance  of  the  Spirit  of  God? 

A  great  step  has  been  made  in  gospel 
progression  when  we  are  able  to  truly  for- 
give those  who  have  offended  or  wilfully 
harmed  us.  The  commandment  to  forgive 
is  a  difficult  law  to  live,  but  if  we  have  a 
testimony  of  the  gospel  we  must  love  our 
Father  in  Heaven,  and  in  loving  Him  we 
must  love  our  fellow  men,  for  they  are  the 
children  of  God  and  therefore  our  brethren. 
Because  of  our  love  for  our  fellow  men  we 
should  readily  be  able  to  forgive.  The 
Lord  readily  forgives  a  repentant  sinner. 
Let  us  follow  His  example.  How  often  we 
pray  "Forgive  us  our  trespasses  as  we  for- 
give those  who  trespass  against  us."  Let 
us  try  to  fulfill  this  prayer  for  if  we  fail  to 
do  so  we  are  nothing  but  hypocrites. 

There  is  nothing  which  attracts  non- 
members  to  the  Church  as  much  as  a  be- 
liever who  conducts  himself  in  absolute 
humility  in  the  gospel;  who  is  in  complete 
unity  with  his  brethren;  who  is  sober  and 
who  is  diligent.  Sincerity  too,  can  leave 
a  great  impression  on  the  minds  of  those 
who  are  investigating  the  truth.  These 
many  virtues  cannot  help  but  come  upon 
us  if  we  truly  love  God  and  encourage  our 
brothers  and  sisters  to  do  so. 

Grow  in  the  gospeV,  ye  saints  of  this  day, 
Stand  by  your  covenant,  be  steadfast  and 
strong. 

Yours  is  a  faith  no  foe  can  e'er  sway, 
The  Lord  will  uphold  you  to  vanquish  all 
wrong.
